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House committee 
retains tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
tax bill approved by the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
contains a tax cut for most 
Americans and aid for wealthy 
investors stung by huge finan­ 
cial setbacks, such as Texas 
businessman H. Ross Perot, 
who reportedly could net a $15 
million tax refund. 
The bill, passed Friday after 
the panel agreed to refer six 
reform amendments to the full 
House, retains most of this 
year’s antirecession tax cuts 
for 1976 and beyond. 


One 
provision 
“represents 
what may be the most gigantic 
tax break in history for one 
person ... Perot, the canny and 
colorful 
Texas 
businessman 
who lately has suffered some 
huge business reversals,” said 
the Wall Street Journal on Fri­ 
day. 


The Journal estimated this 
“would result in a Treasury 
check for Mr. Perot that would 
probably total at least $15 mil­ 
lion.” 


Committee Republicans, who 


lost repeated bids to attach a 
spending lid to the bill, were 
united against the legislation. 
Should the measure pass Con­ 
gress, a presidential veto is 
possible because the bill lacks 
the link to a federal spending 
lid. President Ford calls such a 
link his price for signing an 
election-year tax cut. 
The committee approved the 
bill 21 to 16 before voting to al­ 
low the House to consider the 
sue changes, including elimina­ 
tion of the controversial tax re­ 
fund — which would cost the

The committee had approved 
the provision 20 to 14 after a 
discussion in which Perot was 
never

would provide tax benefits for 
persons hit with at least $30,000 
a year of capital losses. Perot 
suffered heavy lossses when a 
brokerage firm he headed went 
bankrupt.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Soviet response to the United 
State’s latest proposal for a 
new nuclear arms limitation 
treaty did not move the situ­ 
ation forward, a high U.S. offi­ 
cial says. 
The official said the unsatis­ 
factory Soviet response came 
last week. 
The nature of the Soviet re­ 
sponse casts increasing doubts 
on the prospects of signing a 
strategic arms limitation treaty 
(SALT). But the official refused 
on Friday to speculate on the 


outcome of the SALT talks. 
The Soviet response also in­ 
dicates that short of a dramatic 
reversal, the already often-de­ 
layed summit trip to the United 
States by Soviet Communist 
Party Leader Leonid Brezhnev 
will not take place this year, 
and probably not until well into 
1976. 
A long-term implication of 
the cool response could be a 
weakening of the Ford adminis­ 
tration’s policy of detente with 
Russia. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 


singer has said that 90 per cent 
of a SALT agreement already 
is completed. The SALT talks 
are aimed at limiting the na­ 
tions’ offsensive nuclear ca­ 
pabilities. 
The remaining 10 per cent in­ 
volves a Russian bomber, the 
Backfire, and a new American 
missile system named Cruise. 
The United States seeks to 
count Backfire in the numbers 
of offensive weapons allowed 
inside the Soviet border. The

LIVERMORE, Calif. (AP) - 
Rodney Smith says he couldn’t 
believe it when his bank deduc­ 
ted $28.71 from his savings ac­ 
count to help pay his parents’ 
back taxes. 
“I just started crying as soon 
as I heard about it,” the 10- 
year-old Rodney said Friday. 
“They didn’t even notify us or 
we’d have come up with the 
money some other way.” 
Equally upset was Rodney’s 
mother, Sharan Smith, whose 


protests have persuaded offic- 
als to refund the money. 
“I think it was a lousy, rotten 
thing to do, taking a child’s 
money like that,” said Mrs. 
Smith, 31, who also has a 
daughter, Leann. “He’s a very 
good little boy and I hate to 
have him get a bad opinion of 
this country that we live in.” 
She said Rodney, who’s sav­ 
ing his money to buy a pickup 
truck, “worked so hard to earn 
the money, hauling hay and 


working cattle on his uncle’s 
ranch.” 
Rodney’s problems started in 
1974 when the California Fran­ 
chise Tax Board was unable to 
collect 
$67.79 
in 
delinquent 
taxes owed from a joint return 
his parents filed in 1972, the 
year before they got a divorce. 
Both parents have been out of 
work a lot and said they were 
unable to pay. 
So the tax board instructed 
the Wells Fargo Bank branch

in Livermore to deduct the 
funds from Mrs. Smith’s sav­ 
ings account 
But after the 
bank took her entire savings of 
$46.48, the state still came up 
$21.31 short. 


“Following religiously our in­ 
structions from the tax board, 
we took the rest of the money- 
out of the account for which 


Rodney is a beneficiary and his 
mother the trustee,” explained 
bank manager Earl Duarte. 


So Rodney got a bank notice 
that 
ms 
$141 
account 
had 
shrunk by $21.31, plus a $7.50 
bank processing fee. 
“We didn’t consider it his 
money as he didn’t have con­ 


trol of the account,” Duarte 
said.

We are indebted to a recent Investment Bulletin of the 
American Institute for Economic Research for what it 
calls “some simple arithmetic.’’ 
Writes the Institute: “Every investor should un­ 
derstand some simple arithmetic that reveals the odds 
against investment success during prolonged inflating. 
Most people are so accustomed to thinking that ‘a dollar 
is a dollar’ that they fail to see the combined con­ 
sequences of taxes and the continued depreciation of 
their dollars. 
“For example, if a person aged 30 is planning for his 
retirement he may be inclined to deposit his savings in a 
savings bank where the interest rate is 5 per cent. We 
assume that he deposits $1,000 during the current year. 
“Presumably, the tax rate applicable to his investment, 
income will be at least 30 per cent. Therefore, his after­ 
tax return will not be 5 per cent but 3.5 per cent. In thirty 
years, compound interest at a net of 3.5 per cent will 
increase the original deposit to $2,807. 
“Precisely what the rate of increase in the cost of 
living will be cannot be foreseen, but indications are that 
it may not be less than 10 per cent annually. Recently, it 
was in excess of 14 per cent, and in Great Britain the rate 
has reached 26 per cent. Even if the rate is only 10 per 
cent, in thirty years the buying power of the dollar will 
have decreased to $.57; that is, the $2,807 accumulated 
after taxes will buy only $161 worth of goods at today’s 
prices. In other words, of the original $1,000 worth of 
buying power, $839 will have been lost in spite of ac­ 
cumulating at an after-tax compound interest rate of 3.5" 
percent.” 
The Institute points out that even long term bonds 
yielding about 9 per cent offer no protection against this 
type of inflation. Again assuming a 30 per cent tax bite 
and a 10 per cent inflation rate, the $1,000 invested is 
worth only $358 of today’s goods after 30 years. And $1,000 
invested under the new tax-free retirement plan now 
permitted by the government would, if placed in a 
savings bank at 5 per cent interest and after allowing for 
all taxes saved, result after 30 years in only $452 of 
today’s purchasing power. 
In any case, the point to be made is that if inflation is 
not controlled, then investments which merely offer 
security of principal are going to be sure losers. Con­ 
sequently, if he is to have any hope at all of staying 
even,the investor must apparently accept some degree of 
risk on his principal in order to obtain a higher potential 
return. 
These are the economic facts of life in the America of

In response to increasing public interest in the claimed 
health merits of the blue eggs, U of C researchers 
compared the cholesterol content of these eggs with that 
of ordinary eggs. The lower cholesterol claims were not 
substantiated, they report. 
In fact, by all methods of measurement, Arucana eggs 
were slightly higher in cholesterol than conventional 
eggs, and no differences in protein content were found.

It is ironic, says 
Weidenbaum, that the com­ 
mission specializing in ordering 
companies 
to recall 
their 
products if any defective ones 
have been produced, refuses to 
recall its own product when 
there is a defect in every one. 
Another i’’ustration of the 
double standard practiced by 
the government is found in the 
catalytic 
converters 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
mandated 
for 
automobiles. Designed to lessen 
pollution, 
the 
converters 
themselves 
produce harmful 
sulphuric acid and are now 
being 
restudied-quietly. 
But 
imagine, 
says 
Weidenbaum, 
governmental 
and 
public 
outrage 
that

have 
resulted if a private business 
firm had taken such action prior 
to submitting a detailed en­ 
vironmental impact statement. 
It is time, he says, for society 


to take a new and hard look at 
the existing array of govern­ 
mental controls over business, 
with the goal of eliminating 
those that generate excessive 
costs.

blithely

Teachers’ Bell Tolls: 
NEA, Quiet Union, Spends $245 
Million 
Annually; 
Now 
Preparing to Purge Ford 
WASHINGTON - I was awed 
the other day, even in this era of 
Rockefelleriana, when I learned 
that there’s a union with an 
annual national, state and local 
budget of almost a quarter of a 
billion dollars. Right - $245 
million. 
And it spends it all. Next year 
for the first time it will endorse a 
presidential candidate - and 
throw 
millions of dollars 
nationally into the fight to put a 
friend in the White House. And 
said friend won’t be Jerry Ford. 
This is just for political starters. 
This 
union, 
the 
National 
Education Assn. (NEA), now 
has some 1.7 million members, 
thus being the nation’s runner- 
up to the Teamsters. The NEA, 
now in its 118th year, has sud­ 
denly grown into a fiercely 
aggressives, heavily integrated 
union 
(in 
every 
sense) 
of 
teachers led by the youngest set 
of national officers on the labor 
scene. 
At first it all sounds in­ 
credible. But the NEA people 
will show you the records: and 
these reveal a fiscal ‘75- ’76 
budget of $41,42,000 for just the 
national headquarters over on 
16th St. here alone. As my 
grandmother would say, “some 
alone.” The staff rolls up to 600. 
It’s a vortex of research for the 
army of organizers and the 1,115 
“Uniserv” units in 49 states. 
They spend some $9 million to 
bargain collectively with the 
nation’s local school boards. 
They’re well-bred folks, these 
NEA leaders. But they did 
snicker when I appeared im­ 
pressed by the AFL-CIO’s new 
national budget running upward 
of $22 million a year. The NEA 
chiefs just said, like A1 Smith, 
let’s look at the record. 
And this record reveals an 
almost entirely overlooked 
conflux 
of 
coming 
political 
power, giant membership, in­ 
tense organization and a vir­ 
tually new 
political force 
operating on the old political cry 
of the ’30s, “Black and White, 
Unite and Fight.” That’s not the 
NEA slogan. It’s its practice. 
It is growing at the rate of 
4,000 new teacher- members a 
week. 
Thus they’ll pass the team­ 
sters soon enough and rank with 
the organizational speed of their 
early patron, Jerry Wurf, 
president 
of 
the 
American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees 
(AFL- 
CIO). The NEA is independent. 
But its leaders, the 37- year- old 
former Warren, Mich., math 
and science teacher, executive 
director Terry Herndon and his 
partner, 
40-year- 
old 
NEA 
president John Ryor, have a 
great deal in common with 
Wurf. All three seek a coalition 
of 
public 
sector 
workers 
reaching the 14-million member 
Kfcal. And all three share about 


the same distaste for the AFL- 
CIO teacher leader A1 Shanker 
as little Abe Beame has for big 
Jerry Ford. 
The NEA, though it’s little 
known, is elephantine unionism 
of the future albeit with the 
agility of an open veld gazelle. 
Herndon and Ryor are ever on 
the go. They must be, so they 
can continually make contact 
with some 10,000 local units in all 
states. 
These are the locals which 
spend some $200 million an­ 
nually. They are the inner 
mechanism of what is becoming 
a fast-moving national Political 
Action Committee (PAC). They 
dispatch 
representatives 
to 
Washington, 
often working 
closely with the AFL-CIO lob­ 
byists, to pressure Congress. 
They’re the soft-hat counterpart 
of thehardhats. 
As any cop can tell you, 
trouble with news coverage 
generally is we watch for ’’the 
holler 
guy.” 
Meaning the 
squeaky 
wheel 
gets 
the 
headlines. So the NEA, as a full- 
fledged hard- hitting union, has 
kept a low profile by keeping its 
collective voice low. But not for 
long. 
Their current budget has $2 
million in it for lobbying this 
fiscal year. And a goodly sum 
for 
the beginning of 
a 
pesidential campaign - another 
$2 million in the NEA-PAC. And 
there is no count-down on what 
PAC moneys are ready in the 
locals’ more than $200 million 
for state and municipal politics. 
Actually the 1976 political 
action 
fund 
can 
rocket 
astronomiclly. These teachers 
are militant. They’ve an in­ 
ternal 
democratic 
voting 
process which would confound a 
fourth generation computer. 
Next year they’ll 
have 1.8 
million members. If they call on 
each for a $10 bill - as Shanker 
does on his rival 396,000 - 
member American Federation 
of Teachers - the Hemdon-Ryor 
political action fund could run 
between $15 million and $18 
million 
for the presidential 
campaign. That would be a neat 
sum for one union even if only 
half 
the 
NEA 
membership 
responded-- say $10 million. 
“You”ll be hearing a lot more 
about the need to endorse a 
candidate for President as we 
look to 1976,” says Ryor, an 
offical of the Calhoun County 
Democratic Club bade home in 
Michigan. “Our concern about 
who sits in the Oval Office is 
greater now than ever before ... 
We are determined to use our 
hard- earned political influence 
to help elect a President who 
shares our views.” 
So for the first time in 118 
years, the reinvigorated NEA is 
“taking dead aim on the White 
House itself.” It will break 
precedent 
by endorsing a 
candidate to smash Jerry Ford’s 
game plan. The odds are getting 
longer against the old champ 
center from Grand Rap^Js.

New bus system 
opens rural areas

GLEN WHITE, W.Va (AP) — Elsie Riley walks down the dirt 
road from her ridge-top home here five mornings a week and waits 
for the green van that will take her to her job as a restaurant cook in 
nearby Beckley. 
A widow with five children. Mrs. Riley had never held a paying job 
until recently. 
“I never did hardly come to town before the bus started coming by 
our hill,” she said as the van bounced down the bumpy road. “Now I 
go in all the time." 
“That’s right,” said a woman seated beside Mrs. Riley. “Wedidn’t 
have any bus service before, ’’ 
The women are just two of the some 5,500 West Virginians who 
participate in the state’s TRIP program TRIP was implemented 16 
months ago in an effort to meet the needs of disabled, poor and 
elderly persons who live in near isolation among the hills and 
hollows of the Appalachian Plateau. 
Patterned roughly after the federal food stam p program which 
was pioneered in southern West Virginia a decade ago, some ob­ 
servers feel TRIP — Transportation Remuneration Incentive 
Program — could be one answer to rural transportation problems 
across the country. 
“The program works two ways,” says Tom Tinder, West 
Virginia’s welfare commissioner and TRIP'S chief administrator. 
“We provide special TRIP buses that are available to anyone with 
the fare, and we provide TRIP tickets that can be used on these 
buses or on existing transportation systems, including cabs, city 
buses or even Greyhound 


Like food stamps, the price of the TRIP tickets is based on income. 
Although they can cost as little as $1 or as much as $5, Tinder says 
the average person pays $1.80 a month for $8 worth of tickets. 


Unlike food stamps, TRIP was initiated by the state and not the 
federal government TRIP came about on a suggestion from Dr. 
Eldon Tucker, a retired Morgantown physician who appealed to 
Gov. Arch A Moore Jr. after seeing a need for some sort of sub­ 
sidized transportation for elderly residents, many of whom live 
miles from the nearest doctor, drugstore or hospital. 


“Also,” Tinder said, “ we were faced with a situation whereby bus 
and cab companies were going out of business in West Virginia at the 
rate of more than three a year More than half of our counties have 
no public transportation system of any kind, not even cabs.” 


Faced with similar situations in many other areas of the nation,_ 
federal officials were quick to see the program ’s potential. A $4 
million grant from the Office of Economic Opportunity (OEO) got 
TRIP under way in June of last year. 


After a slow start, the program has now- reached the point where 17 
buses are operating and some 5,500 people are participating, either 
by riding these buses or by using TRIP tickets on existing trans­ 
portation systems.

POPLAR BLUFF — Bulldog hopes of a division title in 
1975 went down the drain, 26-14, at Poplar Bluff Friday 
night, when the combination of Mike Moss and illness 
proved to be too much for them.

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House committee 
retains tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
tax bill approved by the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
contains a tax cut for most 
Americans and aid for wealthy 
investors stung by huge finan­ 
cial setbacks, such as Texas 
businessman H. Ross Perot, 
who reportedly could net a $15 
million tax refund. 
The bill, passed Friday after 
the panel agreed to refer six 
reform amendments to the full 
House, retains most of this 
year’s antirecession tax cuts 
for 1976 and beyond. 


One 
provision 
“represents 
what may be the most gigantic 
tax break in history for one 
person ... Perot, the canny and 
colorful 
Texas 
businessman 
who lately has suffered some 
huge business reversals,” said 
the Wall Street Journal on Fri­ 
day. 


The Journal estimated this 
“would result in a Treasury 
check for Mr. Perot that would 
probably total at least $15 mil­ 
lion.” 


Committee Republicans, who 


lost repeated bids to attach a 
spending lid to the bill, were 
united against the legislation. 
Should the measure pass Con­ 
gress, a presidential veto is 
possible because the bill lacks 
the link to a federal spending 
lid. President Ford calls such a 
link his price for signing an 
election-year tax cut. 
The committee approved the 
bill 21 to 16 before voting to al­ 
low the House to consider the 
sue changes, including elimina­ 
tion of the controversial tax re­ 
fund — which would cost the

The committee had approved 
the provision 20 to 14 after a 
discussion in which Perot was

Preparing to Purge Ford 
WASHINGTON - I was awed 
the other day, even in this era of 
Rockefelleriana, when I learned 
that there’s a union with an 
annual national, state and local 
budget of almost a quarter of a 
billion dollars. Right - $245 
million. 
And it spends it all Next year 
for the first time it will endorse a 
presidential candidate -• and 
throw 
millions of dollars 
nationally into the fight to put a 
friend in the White House And 
said friend won’t be Jerry Ford 
This is just for political starters. 
This 
union, 
the 
National 
Education Assn. (NEA), now 
has some 1.7 million members, 
thus being the nation’s runner- 
up to the Teamsters The NEA, 
now in its 118th year, has sud­ 
denly grown into a fiercely 
aggressives, heavily integrated 
union 
(in 
every 
sense) 
of 
teachers led by the youngest set 
of national officers on the labor 
scene. 
At first it all sounds in­ 
credible. But the NEA people 
will show you the records: and 
these reveal a fiscal ‘75- ’76 
budget of $41,42,000 for just the 
national headquarters over on 
16th St. here alone. As my 
grandmother would say, “some 
alone.” The staff rolls up to 600 
It’s a vortex of research for the 
army of organizers and the 1,115 
“Uniserv” units in 49 states 
They spend some $9 million to 
bargain collectively with the 
nation’s local school boards 
They’re well-bred folks, these 
NEA leaders. But they did 
snicker when I appeared im­ 
pressed by the AFL-CIO’s new 
national budget running upward 
of $22 million a year.

New bus system 
opens rural areas

GLEN WHITE, W Va. < AP) - Elsie Riley walks down the dirt 
road from her ridge-top home here five mornings a week and waits 
for thi* green van that will take her to her job as a restaurant cook in 
nearby Beckley, 
A w idow w ith five children, Mrs. Riley had never held a paying job 
until recently. 
“I never did hardly come to town before the bus started coming by 
our hill,” she said as the van bounced down the bumpy road. “Now I 
go in all the time.” 
“That’s right,” said a woman seated beside Mrs Riley “We didn’t 
have any bus service before.” 
The women are just two of the some 5.500 West Virginians who 
participate in the state s TRIP program TRIP was implemented 16 
months ago in an effort to meet the needs of disabled, poor and 
elderly persons who live in near isolation among the hills and 
hollow s of the Appalachian Plateau, 
Patterned roughly after the federal food stamp program which 
was pioneered in southern West Virginia a decade ago, some ob­ 
servers feel TRIP — Transportation Remuneration Incentive 
Program — could be one answer to rural transportation problems 
across the country 
‘The program works two ways," says Tom Tinder. West 
Virginia’s welfare commissioner and TRIP s chief administrator 
“We provide special TRIP buses that are available to anyone with 
the fare, and we provide TRIP tickets that can be used on these 
buses or on existing transportation systems, including cabs, city 
buses or even Gres hound " 


Like food stamps, the priee of the TRIP tickets is based on income 
Although they can cost as little as $1 or as much as $5. Tinder says 
the average person pays $1.80 a month for $8 worth of tickets. 


Unlike food stamps, TRIP was initiated by the state and not the 
federal government TRIP came about on a suggestion from Dr. 
Eldon Tucker, a retired Morgantown physician who appealed to 
Gov. Arch A. Moore Jr. after seeing a need for some sort of sub­ 
sidized transportation for elderly residents, many of whom live 
m ite from the nearest doctor, drugstore or hospital 


“Also,” Tinder said, "we were faced with a situation whereby bus 
and cab companies were going out of business in West Virginia at the 
rate of more than three a year. More than half of our counties have 
no public transportation system of any kind, not even cabs .” 


Faced with similar situations in many other areas of the nation,, 
federal officials were quick to see the program $ potential. A $4 
million grant from the Office of Economic Opportunity (OEO) got
